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before the day prescribed for his entering upon the duties of
his office, or before the annual levy of taxes is placed in his
hands for collection, as the case may be, or in the event of
the treasurer’s removal from the county, death, resignation or
removal from office for misconduct therein, the county com-
missioners shall declare said office vacant, and at once proceed
to fill the same by appointment of a sultable person possess-
ing the qualifications herein prescribed, for the remainder
of the current term, who shall, within such time as the. com-
missioners may directJ qualify and bond, as directed in the
preceding section; and the County Commissioners are hereby
authorized to remove the treasurer for any misconduct or
neglect by him committed in the discharge of the duties of his
office.
